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Summary of Contents 


Retail Trade (Page 336) 

An increase of 3-1 per cent. is shown in the money 
value of sales in July, 1934, as compared with July, 
1933, advances being recorded in all districts. For 
the first half of the trading year sales were 3-0 per 
cent. above those of February-July, 1933, and were 
greater in all categories except piece-goods. The 
index number for the month of July is 102. 


British Trade with Norway (Page 338) 

In the course of his Report on Economic Conditions 
in Norway, H.M. Commercial Secretary at Oslo 
states that there was a definite recovery in that 
country’s import trade from the United Kingdom in 
the third quarter of 1933, after the Anglo- Norwegian 
Commercial Agreement was brought into force. The 
outlook is comparatively good, though increasing 
Japanese competition seems possible. 


Yugoslav Economic Conditions (Page 340) 

With a favourable trade balance, a _ balanced 
Budget and at least a nominal adherence to the gold 
standard, Yugoslavia’s position may well appear an 
enviable one compared with that of many countries. 
A closer examination of the circumstances, however, 
reveals a situation which proffers little hope for any 
but a distant future. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 340) 


Daily coal output in June, 1934, was 9 per cent. 
greater than in June, 1933, in Germany and there were 
increases of 7 and 4 per cent. respectively in the pro- 
duction of anthracite and bituminous in the United 
States. Increases of 69, 53 and 49 per cent. respec- 
tively were shown for German, United States and 
United Kingdom pig iron production, and of 51, 33 





and 22 per cent. respectively in German, United 
Kingdom and Saar crude steel outrait. 


Foreign Wholesale Prices (Page 344) 

As compared with a year earlier, prices at the end 
of June were nearly 15 per cent. higher in the United 
States and 4-6 per cent. higher in Germany. The 
United Kingdom showed a rise of 2:0 per cent. On 
the other hand, France recorded a fall of 8-3 per cent. 
and Belgium and Italy respective declines of 6-9 and 
3°2 per cent. 


Our Economic Position (Pages 347-348) 
The usual monthly tables show the position for 
July in comparison with various preceding periods. 


Overseas Trade of British India (Page 350) 

Imports rose in value by 10-0 per cent., but exports 
declined by 3°6 per cent. in June, 1934, as compared 
with June, 1933. The first three months of the trade 
year showed, however, advances in both directions, 
by 10-3 and 11-5 per cent. respectively. Imports 
from the United Kingdom in June amounted to 
38 per cent. of the total from all sources, as against 
41 per cent. in June, 1933; exports to the United 
Kingdom reached 25 per cent., as against 24 per cent, 


New Zealand Tariff Changes (Page 358) 

Further amendments to the New Zealand Customs 
Tariff have been made by a Resolution brought into 
effect on August 22. The changes are shown in 
detail, and former rates of duty are given. Some 
recent Customs decisions are also announced.

RETAIL TRADE IN JULY AND IN FEBRUARY—JULY 
COMPARISON OF 1934 WITH 1933 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 337 a table showing the relation of sales in 
July, 1934, to sales in the corresponding period of 1933. 
Certain index numbers, showing the relation of sales 
in July, 1934, to average daily sales in 1933, are given 
in a further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value at cost of 
stocks held and the number of persons employed at the 
end of July, 1934, with those for the same date in 1933. 
A smaller number of concerns supply this information ; 
the co-operative societies, in particular, do not at 
present contribute to these sections. 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results, it should be remembered 
that the variety of accounting periods used by retailers 
necessitates some adjustment of the returns to render 
them comparable when combined. The great majority 
of contributors now report the number of days on which 
selling took place in their shops during the period to 
which their figures relate. Appropriate adjustments 
have been made in the 1933 sales for these individual 
differences; they were few in July, as the calendar 
month contained the same number of week-days in

1934 as in 1933 and there were no general public holi- 
days in the month to cause differences in the number 
of selling days. 


SALES 


COMPARISON WITH 12 Montus EARLIER 


The money value of sales reported for July, 1934, 
increased by 3°1 per cent. as compared with that for 
July, 1933. This is the first month since February in 
which the comparison has not been affected by the 
incidence of some holiday of movable date, and the 
similarity of the increase to the average monthly in- 
crease for the period February-June (3-0 per cent.) 
suggests that the variation of the percentage move- 
ments in March, April, May and June may measure 
roughly the stimulus to trade which the Easter and 
Whitsuntide holidays exert, although the available 
statistics cover too short a series of years for this 
assumption to be verifiable. In 1933, the figure for 
July was lower by 1-2 per cent. than that for July, 
1932, which in turn was 6°3 per cent. below that for 
July, 1931. 


Increases were recorded in July, 1934, in all five 
districts. Suburban London alone showed a rise (61 
per cent.) noticeably in excess of the average. Sales in 
that district improved by 3-8 per cent. in June, when 
the range of increase in other districts was from 10 
per cent. to 2-0 per cent. 


Sales of food and perishables, amounting to half the 
total value of sales reported, were higher by 4:3 pet

cent. This was a larger movement than in any other 
month this year with the exception of March and May, 
when increases of 48 per cent. and 69 per cent., 
respectively, were recorded. Sales were larger in all 
districts except Central and West End London, which 
showed a decline of 0-6 per cent.; the greatest expan- 
sion was in Suburban London (7‘8 per cent.). The 
latter district, as in June, showed the highest figures 
both for this division and for the total of other 
merchandise. 

Sales of other merchandise for Great Britain as a 
whole increased in July by 1°9 per cent. Some expan- 
sion was shown in all districts, ranging from 3-6 per 
cent. in Suburban London to 0°2 per cent. in Scotland. 
Of the different kinds of merchandise, men’s and boys’ 
wear compared most favourably with a year ago, the 
increase recorded being 6:3 per cent. for the country as 
a whole, and percentages varying from 1°2 to 9°9 in the 
five districts. Furnishing departments also showed 
figures above the average. For Great Britain as a 
whole the increase in this category amounted to 4-9 per 
cent., while in the different districts sales were larger 
by percentages ranging from 0-8 in Wales and North 
of England to 10°0 in Scotland. Decreased sales were 
recorded for only two categories—piece-goods (— 7-3 per 
cent.) and fancy departments (—0-5 per cent.). In the 
former division sales were lower in both sub-sections 
of merchandise and in all five areas. In the latter, 
decreases in Wales and North of England, in the South 
of England and in Suburban London were almost en- 
tirely offset by increases of 5°2 per cent. in Scotland 
and 3-0 per cent. in Central and West End London. 


February-July.—For the first half of the trading 
year, February to July, total sales in 1934 were 3-0 
per cent. above those for 1933, which in turn were 1:9 
per cent. below the figure for 1932. Sales were higher 
in 1934 than in 1933 in all categories except piece- 
goods, which showed a decline of 3-9 per cent. The 
increase in respect of food and perishables (8-1 per 
cent.) exceeded slightly that for other merchandise 
(29 per cent.). The former category had shown a de- 
crease of 3-5 per cent. for the first half of 1933. 

The percentage figures given in Table IIT show that 
in 1934, as was the case in 1933, a comparison of half- 
yearly sales with those in the corresponding half of 
the previous year yields a more favourable result in 
the case of London than in regard to the remainder of 
Great Britain. While in 1933, however, the six months 
sales in London were level with those in 1932, in 1984 a

rise of 3-3 per cent. was recorded. For the remainder 
of Great Britain the increase this year was 2-9 per 
cent., in contrast with a decrease last year of 2-6 per 
cent. 


INDEX NUMBERS : AVERAGE DaILy SALES FOR 1933 = 100 


The index of total retail sales for Great Britain in 
July was 102, or slightly less than that for June. There 
was a greater degree of variation between the two sub- 
divisions of the index and between different districts 
thanin June. The total figures ranged from 95 in Scot 
land to 115 in Central and West End London. 

For food and perishables the index stood at 98, or 
5 points lower than in June; according to the Ministry 
of Labour index, retail prices for food increased by 
less than 1 per cent. District figures showed only small 
differences from the average, the lowest being 95 for 
Scotland and the highest 101 for the South of England. 

The index for other merchandise (107) was higher in 
July than in June for the country as a whole and also 
in three of the four districts of England and Wales. 
It fell, however, from 104 to 102 in Wales and North 
of England and from 120 to 95 in Scotland, where the 
comparable movement in 1933 was from 116 to 94. 


STOCKS 


Total stocks at the end of July, 1934, were higher at 
cost value by 1:1 per cent. ‘This increase was the 
smallest recorded in the half-year. Four of the dis- 
tricts showed rises, the only reduction being one of 
4-0 per cent. for Suburban London. A year ago total 
stocks decreased by 4:5 per cent., and the district 
figures were all lower than in 1932. Stock figures for 
July were higher in all categories except furnishing and 
fancy departments, and in both of these the decrease 
was less than 1 per cent. Food and perishables was the 
only category for which the expansion in stocks ex- 
ceeded 3 per cent., and as has been explained pre- 
viously, the figures in this case may not be as repre 
sentative as for other kinds of merchandise. 


TEXMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed in 
retail establishments furnishing this information was 
2:6 per cent. greater at the end of July this year than 
last. This increase is somewhat smaller than those re- 
corded in recent months. The only decreases occurred 
in suburban London, where both total numbers and 
selling staffs declined. 


NORWAY 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 1932-34 


For Norway, as for the rest of the world, the past 
two years have bristled with economic complications. 
She seems, however, *writes the Commercial Secretary 
to H.M. Legation at Oslo, to have fared better than 
many other countries. 

Some of the difficulties encountered have been gradu- 
ally overcome, from others no early escape appears 
possible. The problems which have forced themselves 
most insistently into the foreground, with a demand for 
urgent and concentrated attention, are the common 
ones of unemployment and agricultural depression, plus 
the precarious state of municipal finance. 

Various and increasingly energetic measures have 
been taken to cope with these problems, though a 
general improvement in world consumption is perhaps 
the first condition for their solution. Voices have been 
raised in favour of such drastic procedure as a com, 
pulsory reduction of debt and rates of interest, the fixa- 
tion of minimum prices, and the introduction of a six- 
hours’ industrial working day, but at present it seems 
probable that more orthodox lines will be followed.

State intervention in various spheres of economic 
activity has, nevertheless, become a comparatively fre- 
quent occurrence, and appears now to be accepted, 
even in commercial circles, as a necessary, if regret- 
table, product of present-day conditions, which should, 
however, be confined within the narrowest possible 
limits. How far it will ultimately be carried is a matter 
for conjecture only, but individualism is still one of the 
most pronounced characteristics of the Norwegian 
people. 


SHippinc, Exports anp T'RADE BALANCE 


Norway is also strongly interested in maintaining the 
greatest possible freedom of movement for international 
trade, as her large and efficient merchant fleet requires 
an open field for its activities, and her export industries, 
some of which are of vital importance to the country, 
depend for their existence on access to foreign markets. 
She is, therefore, in principle, opposed to restriction 
and discrimination, and the constantly increasing ten- 
dency towards national protection, subsidy or prefer- 
ence, as applied to both commerce and shipping, 18 4 
subject for grave concern, though not a few of her own 
industries haye grown up under the protecting hand of 
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the State and some of them at considerable public 
expense. 

In spite of falling prices and rising trade barriers, the 
volume of Norwegian exports attained in 1932 the level 
of 1930 and increased somewhat in 1933, when it was 
but little below the record established in 1929; in im- 
ports there was a heavy drop in 1932 followed by a 
slight rise in 19338. The adverse balance of trade was 
unusually low in both years, and the balance of pay- 
ments in account with foreign countries is estimated to 
have amounted in 1933 to about 100 million kronor in 
Norway’s favour. 

A striking change has taken place since 1980 in the 
character of Norwegian imports, the volume of articles 
for general consumption having fallen off heavily, while 
that of industrial raw materials, etc., has risen. The 
increase in Customs duties imposed in January, 1932, 
and the propaganda for Norwegian goods, as well as the 
aca, of the currency, have contributed to this 
result. 

As regards relations between the United Kingdom 
and Norway, the most important event of the period 
under review was the conclusion on May 15, 1933, with 
effect from July 7, of a Commercial Agreement which 
placed the trade of each country with the other on a 
stable basis for the next three years. The percentages 
of Norway’s total import trade secured by the United 
Kingdom rose both in 1932 and in 1933, but the volume 
of imports from the United Kingdom appears to have 
dropped until the Agreement came into force. Trans- 
actions with the United Kingdom have been facilitated 
by the stability of the krone-sterling exchange, which 
has now been maintained for nearly a year. 


INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


Some industries working for the home market which 
enjoy a high degree of protection and produce commo- 
dities consumed by the general public have been, and 
still are, very well occupied. In other home industries, 
such as the engineering and shipbuilding branches, de- 
pression prevailed until the autumn of 1933, when an 
improvement set in. 


If seasonal movements are disregarded, unemploy- . 


ment increased steadily in 1932 and continued to do so, 
though at a slower rate, in 1933. In December, 1933, 
it was estimated that about 150,000 persons—a very 
high figure, which represents over 7 per cent. of the 
adult population—were unemployed. The expansion 
of lumbering operations referred to below has, however, 
provided employment for many additional hands in 
the forestry districts of Kast Norway. Comprehensive 
labour disputes, involving a widespread cessation of 
work, have been avoided, but a series of local conflicts 
have caused embarrassment. The wage tariff agree- 
ments concluded in 1931 have been prolonged without 
alteration until 1935. 

_ The tonnage of the merchant fleet is rather less than 
it was two years ago, but efficiency has again been 
augmented by the replacement of old vessels by new. 
Laid-up tonnage diminished from 29-38 per cent. of the 
total fleet engaged in foreign trade in March, 1932, 
to 12°5 per cent. in March, 1984, and the estimated 
earnings of shipping increased in both 1932 and 1933. 

The difficulties of agriculture constitute one of the 
most serious problems of the day. Earnings are so 
meagre that the farmer cannot make both ends meet, 
and it is considered to be of the utmost importance 
that production should become more remunerative. A 
heavy burden of debt is carried, but great efforts are 
constantly being made to bring relief and to amelio- 
tate the situation in general. A considerable ex- 
pansion of lumbering operations during the winter of 
1983-34, combined with a rise in the price of timber, 
has done much to improve the outlook in the forestry 
areas of Kast Norway. 

Conditions in the fishery districts remain very de- 
pressed, though the position perhaps became a little 
easier in 1933. A chain of cold storage plants has been 
established with a view to encouraging the exporta- 
tion of fresh fish, and legislative measures have been 
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taken in order to improve the standard of quality. 
Restrictions in foreign markets have a severe effect 
on the section of the population for whom fishing is 
the only means of earning a livelihood. The first- 
hand value of the fisheries was about 12 per cent. lower 
in 1932 than in 1931, but rose again to the level of 
the latter year in 1933. 

Whaling in the Antarctic was resumed by Norwe- 
gian companies in 1932-33, and was continued in 
1933-34. The scale of operations was, however, re- 
stricted in both seasons by international agreement. 


BANKING AND FINANCE 


It is hoped that the reconstruction of the banking 
system has now been completed, so far as the private 
banks are concerned. The more important savings 
banks are also reputed to be established on a sound 
basis, but it has been necessary to take steps to assist 
a large number of small country savings banks, whose 
difficulties are not unconnected with municipal engage- 
ments as well as agricultural depression. 

Municipal finance, which has occasioned much 
anxiety, presents a gloomy picture. A large number of 
municipalities have compounded with their creditors, 
and it is feared that many others will be unable to pay 
their debts in full. 

The State Budgets for 1931-32 and 1932-33 produced 
deficits of 35°5 million kr. and 37-1 million kr. respec- 
tively. A rise in estimated expenditure during 1934-35 
is due to extraordinary grants for relief of the economic 
crisis. Income tax was raised in both 1932 and 1933 
and no reduction is contemplated this year: the extra- 
ordinary capital tax has, however, been lowered. The 
temporary surcharge on Customs duties imposed in 
January, 1932, remains in force and a turnover tax on 
certain goods was introduced in 1933. The national 
debt increased by 42:3 million kr. between June 30, 
1931, and December 31, 1933: municipal debt was 
reduced by 33-3 million kr. during the two years which 
ended on June 30, 1933, mainly through compositions 
with creditors. 


THE GENERAL OUTLOOK 


A slight improvement in the general economic situa- 
tion manifested itself early in 1933, and became 
definitely stronger in the autumn. With certain impor- 
tant exceptions the export industries were well 
occupied, and, in some cases, had increased their out- 
put considerably, while marketing conditions had also 
improved; some home industries were enjoying a period 
of prosperity and others were beginning to receive more 
orders; lumbering operations were proceeding on an 
extended scale and the price of timber had risen; the 
quantity of shipping laid up had diminished greatly; 
banking conditions were settled and money was cheap; 
and even in the fishery districts the position appeared 
somewhat easier. Everything seemed to indicate that 
1934 would mark a distinct step forward, and no 
deterioration in the economic state of the country has 
since occurred which need mar the outlook. A measure 
of uncertainty which has dominated in the internal 
political situation since the elections last October has, 
however, somewhat affected the growth of business 
confidence. 


ForEIGN TRADE 


A summary of the value and volume of imports and 
exports for the years 1913 and 1930 to 1933 is given in 
an Appendix to the Commercial Secretary’s Report. 
Here it may be mentioned that the volume of articles 
imported for general consumption fell heavily in 1932 
and did not increase in 1933. The reduction in the 
volume of imports from 1930 to 1933 (20°4 per cent.) 
was largely owing to the fact that fewer ships were 
purchased from abroad. In the case of industrial raw 
materials, ete., on the other hand, the volume of imports 
increased very substantially in 1932 and less strongly 
in 1983, when it was 4:2 per cent. greater than in 1930. 

Foreign exporters of manufactured products have, 
thus, been unfavourably situated for doing business, 
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while Norwegian home industries have benefited by the 
depreciation of the currency, increased Customs protec- 
tion, valuta control and theconstant and effective use of 
the slogan ‘‘ Buy Norwegian Goods.’’ As an illustra- 
tion of the stronger position in which Norwegian manu- 
facturers find themselves, it may be stated that, 
whereas the general index figure for wholesale prices 
has remained remarkably stable, if imported goods and 
native products are considered separately, a comparison 
of the average rate for 1931 with the rate ruling in 
March, 1934, discloses a rise in the former from 110 
to 121 and a fall in the latter from 129 to 123. 


IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED KinGpom, ETc. 


So far as the value of imports from the United King- 
dom is concerned there was a considerable drop in 1932, 
which was due principally to the delivery of fewer 
ships. There was a definite increase during the last 
quarter of 1933, after the Anglo-Norwegian Commercial 
Agreement was brought into force. It is further of 
importance to observe that the percentage of Norway's 
total import trade secured by the United Kingdom rose 
in both these years. This progress has been made at the 
expense of countries still on the gold standard, and, as 
importers naturally prefer to make their purchases in 
currencies bearing a fixed ratio to their own, trade with 
the United Kingdom has also been greatly facilitated 
by the stability of the krone rate of exchange for 
sterling, which has not moved since August, 1933, and 
had fluctuated comparatively little for many months 
before. 

Importers still adhere as a rule to their now long- 
established practice of placing orders for prompt 
delivery only: the purchasing power of the general 
public, so far from improving, has probably diminished ; 
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and cheapness is a primary consideration, though there 
is always a small market for goods of high-class quality. 
Great caution is still observed in granting credits, and 
retailers are often slow in meeting payment, but 1933 
saw a marked decrease in the number of bankruptcies 
and distraints as compared with 1932, which was a very 
difficult year. 

The Norwegian Government have avoided, so far ag 
possible, the restriction of imports by official measures, 
but it has been found necessary to depart from this 
policy and apply quantitative regulation to certain com- 
modities, in some of which United Kingdom exporters 
are interested. 

Towards the end of 1933 there was a distinct feeling 
that traders were beginning to regard the future with 
greater optimism, although no striking increase in 
demand was expected. For United Kingdom exporters 
the outlook should be comparatively good, unless 
general conditions develop unfavourably, as they are 
now enjoying the full benefit of the concessions secured 
to them under the Anglo-Norwegian Commercial Agree- 
ment, but it seems possible that they may encounter 
more serious competition from Japan, particularly in 
cotton piece-goods. 

The share of the United Kingdom in Norway’s import 
trade rose from 20°34 per cent. in 1931 to 21-52 per 
cent. in 1932 and 22-82 per cent. in 1933; while the per- 
centage of Norway’s exports which was shipped to the 
United Kingdom fell from 28-4 per cent. to 25°49 per 
cent. and 20°61 per cent. In the same three years 
Norway's next most important market, Germany, took 
11-47 per cent., 11-97 per cent. and 12°49 per cent. 
respectively of her exports and supplied, 23°03 per 
cent., 21:34 per cent. and 20°88 per cent. of her 
imports. 


YUGOSLAVIA 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS, 1933-34 


With a favourable balance of trade, a balanced 
Budget, and at least a nominal adherence to the gold 
standard, Yugoslavia’s position may well appear an 
enviable one compared with that of many other 
countries at the present time, writes the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at Belgrade in the course 
of his recent Report* on Economic Conditions in Yugo- 
slavia. But a closer examination of the circumstances 
reveals « situation which proffers little hope for any but 
a distant future. The country has been slow in re- 
acting to world conditions, and while other countries 
now show signs of recovery there is reason to fear that 
here the worst is still to come. Reparations deliveries 
and foreign loans are left far behind; credit has been 
exhausted, and, heavily saddled with debts, Yugoslavia 
must now face existence on her own modest means. 

Determined economies and the arrangements as 
regards foreign obligations have made it possible for 
Yugoslavia to continue to show comparatively favour- 
able Budget returns, but, even apart from foreign debts, 
there is reason to fear that internal floating debts have 
now assumed serious proportions. 

Foreign trade has shrunk to less than half its dimen- 
sions of three years ago, and neighbouring markets 
which have hitherto provided good outlets for Yugoslav 
agricultural produce are now beginning to fail: and it is 
difficult to see how they are to be replaced by the 
eastern markets towards which the Government is now 
looking. 

Many hopes are centred on industrial expansion and 
on the bringing of new life into industry by the creation 
of an industrial bank, but capital is lacking, and, 
further, the standard of living has been forced so low as 
to provide a poor market for manufactured goods. 

The Government’s exchange policy may be said to 
have been successful in that exchange transactions are 
virtually confined to the home exchange market. The 
margin between the official exchange value of the dinar 
and that ruling on the open market now stands at over

40 per cent. of the former, and there is no reason to 
look for improvement in the near future. 

It becomes more than ever clear that the system of 
small peasant holdings must long remain the basis of 
national economy, for, while the weakness of this 
system is that it cannot compete with large-scale trans- 
Atlantic methods of agricultural production, yet its 
very nature provides a secure livelihood to the peasant 
homesteads of 80 per cent. of the population of Yugo- 
slavia. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


The more immediate results at least of the system of 
exchange control prove it to have been extremely 
successful from a national point of view, and are ex- 
pressed in the favourable balance of trade shown for 
1933. This balance of 495 million dinars is the most 
favourable attained since 1924, when exports exceeded 
imports by 1,317 million dinars. 

The total value of trade increased to 6,260 million 
dinars, from 5,915 millions in 1932, or by 5°8 per cent. 
Exports increased by 10-55 per cent. and imports by 
0-8 per cent. in value as compared with 1932. It must 
be remembered, however, that in 1932 the total value 
fell by no less than 38°4 per cent. as compared with 
1931, and that since the ‘‘ normal ’’ years of 1928 and 
1929 it has been reduced by well over half. 

The most striking feature of the export figures is the 
decline in the wheat exports. In import trade there is 
a marked increase in the supply of raw materials, par- 
ticularly for the textile industry, and a decline in the 
imports of manufactured goods. The latter is to be 
ascribed not only to increased activity in Yugoslav in- 
dustry and to diminished purchasing power, but to 4 
turnover tax which, apart from Customs, Excise, octrol 
and minor dues, adds heavily to the cost of imported 
goods and particularly to that of manufactured articles. 
This tax is now chargeable not only on the invoice value 
of all imported goods, but also on the amount of 
Customs payable and on the cost of freight. 

It is believed that export trade has met with a set- 
back in the first quarter of 1934, and some anxiety 18 
therefore felt regarding the results of various commer- 
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cial treaty negotiations, of which some are now taking 
place and some are impending. Generally speaking, all 
commercial agreements are now concluded for short 
terms and are subject to frequent revision. 

Efforts are being made in negotiations now taking 
place to obtain increased facilities for the export of 
maize, poultry, eggs and prunes to Germany, but in 
view of the measures taken by the German Government 
to protect home agriculture, some apprehension as to 
the results is felt by Yugoslav exporters. 

There are some signs of a desire to direct export trade 
to Eastern countries. Negotiations with both Turkey 
and Bulgaria, with neither of which countries has Yugo- 
slavia so far had a commercial treaty, are to begin 
shortly, and it is also hoped to conclude a treaty with 
Egypt. 

The balance of trade with Austria, Italy, Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, Greece, Hungary, Belgium, Switzerland 
and Spain was favourable to Yugoslavia in 1933, and 
unfavourable as regards the United Kingdom, France, 
the United States, Holland and Poland.

TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM 


In view of the generally difficult conditions it is a 
matter for some surprise that United Kingdom imports 
into Yugoslavia have achieved so satisfactory a figure in 
1933. The following shows the position regarding 
Anglo-Yugoslav trade for the past four years :—

The temporary suspension of imports from Germany 
owing to the lapse of the German- Yugoslav Commercial 
Treaty accounted for a certain revival of United King- 
dom exports in 1933, but even since trade with 
Germany has become more normal the United King- 
dom imports into Yugoslavia have been well main- 
tained. In trade with the United Kingdom the blocked 
account system is now largely avoided by Yugoslav im- 
porters, who find it well worth their while to buy in 
sterling at the open market rate and to pay in cash. 
The delay in payments which is frequently involved in 
the case of countries having clearing arrangements is, 
therefore, avoided. 

The trying years through which Yugoslavia has 
passed of late have had the effect of weeding out un- 
sound merchants, and United Kingdom firms are now 
dealing principally with old and well-tried customers. 
It is often suggested that with more enterprise United 
Kingdom merchants could attain a still larger share of 
the Yugoslav market. Conditions are not, however, 
very favourable for the establishment of new business 
connections at present, as apart from the currency 
regulations, there are various other forms of legal pro- 
tection for debtors which place foreign creditors at a 
certain disadvantage. New branches of trade cannot 
be opened up without offering credit, and to do so is 
inadvisable at present. 

In considering the United Kingdom imports in detail 
if cannot be overlooked that the largest item is one 
which can hardly be considered a normal import; this is 
silver coins to the vatue of 48 million dinars, or rather 
more than one-sixth of the total imports from the 
United Kingdom. There has, nevertheless, been an in- 
crease, as compared with 1932, in the case of most of 
the important imports. 

In considering the imports, the quantities should be 
used for purposes of comparison rather than the values, 
which are affected by the rate of exchange and apt to 
be misleading. 

Full details of the trade with the United Kingdom 
will be found in Appendices VII and VIII to the 
Report.

There were decreases in coal output in the United 
States and the United Kingdom in June as compared 





with May (8-2 and 6°6 per cent. respectively), while in 
Poland, Belgium, Germany and the Saar District in- 
creases of 5:2, 4-1, 3-9 and 1:4 per cent. respectively 
were recorded; there was practically no change in 
France. Compared with June, 1933, coal output was 
higher in all the countries shown in the above table, 
the percentage increases being as follows: Germany, 
16; Saar District, 11; Belgium, 11; Poland, 10; United 
Kingdom, 9; United States, 5; France, 2. 

From information received as to the number of days 
worked in France, Belgium, Germany, Poland and the 
United States, it is estimated that the average daily 
outputs of coal in March, May and June, 1934, and in 
June and December, 1933, were as follows :—

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There were marked declines, which were in part 
seasonal, in the daily output of coal in June as com- 
pared with May in all the countries for which particulars 
are given in the above table. Measured as percentages, 
these declines were as follows :—United States (anthra- 
cite) 20°3, (bituminous) 4-5; France, 7-6; Germany, 4:4; 
Poland, 3-2. Compared with the corresponding month 
of last year German daily output was 9 per cent. greater, 
and there was an increase in the United States (anthra- 
cite 7 per cent. and bituminous 4 per cent.) and also a 
slight increase in Poland. In France, however, there 
was a decrease of about 2 per cent.

Stocks of coal were higher at the end of June than 
at the end of May in all the countries shown in the 
above table except Poland, where there was a decrease 
of 2-1 per cent. In Belgium the addition amounted to 
252,000 tons, or 8-2 per cent., and in Germany to 
185,000 tons, or 3-6 per cent. ; among the German areas 
stocks were higher in Lower Silesia by 11-9 per cent. 
and in Western Upper Silesia by 6:1 per cent. In the 
Saar District there was an increase of 40 per cent. 
Compared with a year earlier, there were substantial 
reductions in stocks in the Saar District, in the Ruhr 
and Aachen Districts of Germany, and in Poland, while 
increases of about 10 per cent. were recorded in 
Belgium and Western Upper Silesia. There was little 
change in stocks in Lower Silesia comparing the same 
dates.

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The steady increase in daily output of pig iron which 
has been in progress in the United Kingdom and Ger. 
many since August, 1932, continued in June, the 
figures recorded for that month being the highest for 
any month since June and July, 1930, respectively. 
There was a slight falling off (2-4 per cent.) in the 
United States from the level recorded for May. In the 
Saar District and Luxemburg daily production of pig 
iron increased by about 4-8 and 4°6 per cent. respec- 
tively, but in France and Belgium small declines were 
recorded. Compared with June, 1933, increases of 69, 
53 and 49 per cent. occurred in Germany, the United 
States and the United Kingdom respectively. Daily 
output in the Saar District, Luxemburg and Belgium 
increased by 19, 6 and 5 per cent. respectively, but a 
decrease of 8 per cent. took place in France.

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Crude steel output decreased 10 per cent. in the 
United States in June as compared with May, and pro- 
duction was also lower in France, the United Kingdom 
and Belgium (3°9, 2-9 and 1-6 per cent. respectively). 
On the other hand steel production in the Saar District 
increased 11 per cent., and the outputs in Luxemburg 
and Germany were respectively 2-7 and 1-4 per cent. 
higher than in May; the figures for the Saar District 
and Germany were the highest recorded for any month 
since May, 1980. With the exception of France, where 
there was a decrease of 12 per cent., crude steel output 
increased in June in all the above-mentioned countries 
as compared with the corresponding month of 1933. 
The percentage increases were as follows :—Germany, 
51; United Kingdom, 33; Saar District, 22; United 
States, 17; Belgium, 9; Luxemburg, 7.

The average of prices of agricultural produce was 
maintained in the second quarter as a result of the 
higher prices ruling in May and June. Increases in 
vegetable foodstuffs and feeding-stuffs for animals were 
offset by lower prices for cattle and foodstuffs of animal 
origin. Compared with the June quarter of last year 
higher prices were recorded in each of the classes in- 
cluded in this group, the index number for agricultural 
produce as a whole showing an increase of 10 per cent. 


The group figure for industrial materials and semi- 
finished products was practically unchanged in the 
second quarter from the March figure, and with the 
exception of a large increase in the price of rubber 
(29 per cent.), the difference in the average of prices in 
the individual classes in this group was also small. The 
prices of building materials increased 3°1 per cent., 
while coal was 2-9 per cent. cheaper; in no other case 
did the difference amount to 2 per cent. Compared 
with the corresponding quarter of last year industrial 
materials and semi-finished products as a whole were 
about 3 per cent. dearer. Rubber prices doubled during 
the year, while textiles were 14 per cent. higher. 
Paper-making materials and paper and_ building 
materials increased by 7:5 and 7°4 per cent. respec- 
tively, but non-ferrous metals cheapened by about 8-3 
per cent. 


Owing to a further increase in the index figure for 
consumers’ goods, the gradual upward movement in the 
prices of industrial finished goods in the three preceding 
quarters was continued in the June quarter. Prices of 
producers’ goods have remained practically stationary 
since the second quarter of last year.

Foodstuffs prices after falling in April increased in 
May and June, the average for the quarter being 2 per 
cent. lower than that for the previous quarter. A 
reduction of 10 per cent. was recorded as compared with 
the corresponding period of last year. 


Among industrial materials rubber continued to in- 
crease in price, and was on the average 26 per cent. 
dearer in the second quarter than in the first. The only 
other classes to show increases were tobacco and fats. 
Vecreases were recorded in all the remaining classes of 
industrial materials. Compared with the June quarter 
of 1933 rubber prices more than doubled, tobacco being 
the only other class to show an increase; the largest 
Price declines were those for coal tar and derivatives 
(25 per cent.), glass (25 per cent.), and resinous pro- 
ducts (20 per cent.).

There was a further increase in the figure for the 
foods group in the second quarter owing to the higher 
prices ruling for vegetable foodstuffs. Compared with 
the June quarter of 1933 food prices as a whole showed 
an increase of 2 per cent., vegetable foodstuffs being 
8 per cent, deareryand animal foodstuffs 6 per cent. 
cheaper. 

For raw materials, semi-finished and finished goods, 
prices were about 2 per cent. lower in the second 
quarter of 1934 than in the first. Compared with the 
corresponding quarter of last year prices of finished 
manufactures showed a reduction of 10 per cent., and 
raw materials and semi-manufactures were about 3 per 
cent. cheaper.

Prices of textiles, hides and leather, and fuel and 
lighting decreased slightly in the June quarter, but in 
other industrial classes quotations were somewhat 
higher. Food prices dropped slightly in April but in- 
creased in May and June, the average for the quarter 
being 2°4 per cent. above that for the March quarter. 
Compared with a year earlier 9 of the 10 groups showed 
increases ranging from 13 per cent, for metals and 
metal products and house-furnishing goods to 31 per 
cent. for textile products; chemicals and drugs were 
4 per cent. dearer. 

A re-grouping of the commodities used in the index 
number shows that, while raw materials and finished 
manufactures increased in price by 0:8 and 1-3 per cent. 
respectively in the second quarter as compared with 
the first, semi-manufactures cheapened slightly. Com- 
pared with the June quarter of last year increases of 
23, 20 and 15 per cent. were recorded for raw materials, 
semi-manufactures and finished manufactures respec- 
tively.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


DRAWBACK ON CERTAIN WET SALTED SPLIT 
FISH 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 16) Order, 1934 (S.R. & O., 
1934, No. 908), under Section 9 of the Finance Act, 
1932, making certain amendments of the existing 
scheme of drawback in respect of wet salted split fish 
used in the manufacture of dried salted fish. These 
amendments involve increases in the rate of drawback, 
and in the quantity of material specified in the scheme 
as the average quantity of the wet fish used in manu- 
facture of the dried. 

The Committee’s recommendation and the Treasury 
Order are published (Cmd. 4681) by H.M. Stationery 
Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2. 


STRAW BOARD 


On the recommendation of the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee the Treasury have made an Order, 
viz.: the Additional Import Duties (No. 27) Order, 
1934 (S.R. & O., 1934, No. 920), increasing the duty on 
strawboard, when lined to 20 per cent. and when un- 
lined to 15 per cent. 

Strawboard is a cheap and widely used packing and 
wrapping material, and the Advisory Committee report 
that in the form in which it is imported it is made from 
straw pulp, but that there has been developed in this 
and other countries the manufacture of a board made 
from waste paper which is claimed to be a satisfactory 
substitute for the imported board, and is already to a 
substantial extent so used. The consumption of this 
imitation strawboard is extending, and provision has 
been made by the industry in this country largely to 
increase the output. A substantial tonnage of straw- 
board is imported lined with paper. Not only is this 
in strong competition with the British lined board, but 
the lining of the board as a separate operation is one 
which can be more extensively practised in this 
country.

SURGICAL, ETC., INSTRUMENTS 


The Treasury have also made, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee, the Additional Import Duties 
(No. 28) Order, 1934 (S.R. & O., 1934, No. 921), under 
which the Customs duties on medical, surgical, dental, 
veterinary and dissecting instruments and parts thereof 
are, as from August 25, at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

The Committee report that foreign competition igs 
particularly severe in the more commonly used instru- 
ments which may be regarded as standard lines. They 
express the opinion that a healthy surgical instrument 
industry in this country is desirable in the interests of 
progress in surgery, and that this depends on the reten- 
tion by British manufacturers of a substantial propor- 
tion of the home market in the standard lines as well 
as in the specialised types. In the circumstances they 
consider that the industry should be given the benefit 
of the general level of protection of 20 per cent. already 
in force for a wide range of similar products.

ELECTRIC LAMPS FROM JAPAN 


A report from the Committee, dated October 4, 1933, 
recommending increased duties on electric lamps, is 
being published by H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral 
House, Kingsway, London, W.C. 2, as Cmd. 4686. 

The increased imports of these goods in recent years 
have come mainly from Japan, and since this Report 
was received His Majesty’s Government, after consul- 
tation with the United Kingdom electric lamp manufac- 
turers, have discussed with representatives of the 
Japanese Government the question of the imports of 
electric lamps from that country. As a result of these 
discussions it has now been decided not to give effect 
for the present to the recommendations of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, provided the imports of 
electric lamps from Japan during the year commencing 
April 1, 1934, do not exceed the following totals : —

COMMERCIAL GRADES OF LANCASHIRE 
COALS 


The *publication, by the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, of the results of an impartial survey 
of a large number of commercial grades of Lancashire coal, 
as actually marketed by the collieries, endorses the general 
high reputation which Lancashire coal has long held. 

The work is part of the physical and chemical survey of 
the national coal resources which is proceeding along two 
closely related lines, namely, seam sampling and commercial 
sampling. Since its inception the survey has been con- 
tinuously engaged upon a detailed investigation of the 
seams in the various coalfields, as they exist below ground, 
with the object of obtaining fundamental data to enable 
the country’s coal resources to be used to best advantage. 

The Report now issued gives the first results of a 
systematic examination of the numerous commercial grades 
of coal produced and marketed in Lancashire; 103 grades, 
the product of 28 collieries, are dealt with. 

The Report is arranged under headings, one section being 
devoted to each colliery. In these sections, the grades are 
enumerated and described. The seams from which they 
were obtained are listed and details are given of the size, 
method of preparation for the market, the commercial uses 
of the grade, and the date of sampling. This is followed 
by the analytical data, which includes proximate analysis, 
sulphur content, calorific value and the results of a labora- 
tory carbonisation assay carried out at 600° C. in a Gray- 
King apparatus. In those grades used for coke manufac- 
ture, figures are given for the phosphorus content of the 
coal. 


““AN AUTOMATIC FIREDAMP RECORDER ”’ 


In co-operation with the Safety in Mines Research Board, 
the Lancashire and Cheshire Safety in Mines Research Com- 
mittee have had in progress for some time a programme of 
research into the effect of the rate of coal face advance on 
the evolution of firedamp. 

Results of considerable interest were obtained when using 
a McLuckie gas detector to determine intermittently the 
percentage of firedamp present in the mine air, but in order 
that records could be obtained without the continuous 
attendance of the investigators, it was considered desirable 
to have an instrument which would function automatically 
over long periods. 

No suitable instrument was available, but one was 
evolved, after considerable experiment, by Mr. H. Lloyd, 
of the Research Board’s Staff. A brief description of this 
recorder was given in a paper by Mr. A. Hudson read 
recently before the Manchester Geological and Mining 
Society, and in view of enquiries resulting from the discus- 
sion of this paper, the Board have decided to publish a 
detailed description of the construction of the recorder. 

The instrument is an elaborate one, specially designed for 
research purposes. It would not be suitable for the routine 
examinations of collieries for firedamp, but it may have 
other useful applications.

For all 
companies the receipts from passenger train traffic (includ- 
ing season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but 
excluding mails and parcels post) were £621,734 more than 
in May, 1933. 


For the four weeks ended May 19, 1934, the coaching train 
miles showed an increase of 685,256, compared with the four 
weeks ended May 20, 1933.

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 20,897,370, an increase, compared with 
the corresponding four weeks of 1933, of 1,558,159 tons, or 
8-1 per cent.

The 
freight train miles run were 515,359 more than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1933, an increase of 5-5 per cent.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN JUNE 


The trade returns of British India for the month of June, 
1934, as compared with the preceding month, showed de- 
creases in the values of imports, exports and re-exports, 
states a press note forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner 
at Calcutta from the Department of Commercial Intelli- 
gence and Statistics. 


The value of imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 9,55 lakhs, a decrease of Rs. 93 lakhs, as compared with 
the preceding month. Exports of Indian produce and manu- 
factures fell by Rs. 73 lakhs from Rs. 13,01 lakhs in May, 
1934, to Rs. 12,28 lakhs in the month under report. Re- 
exports also recorded a decline of Rs. 3 lakhs and amounted 
to Rs. 19 lakhs. The comparison of the trade figures for 
June, 1934, and the three months April-June, 1934, with 
those of the preceding month and the corresponding periods

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure 
the total visible balance of trade in June, 1934, was Rs. 8,16 
lakhs in favour of India as compared with Rs. 8,02 lakhs in 
May, 1934, and Rs. 9,90 lakhs in June, 1933. During the 
three months ended June, 1934, the visible balance of trade 
in merchandise and treasure was Rs. 22,90 lakhs in favour 
of India compared with Rs. 21,31 lakhs in the corresponding 
period of last year. The balance of remittances of funds 
in June, 1934, was minus Rs. 60 lakhs and in the three 
months then ended minus Rs, 10,44 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with June, 1933, imports of food, drink and 
tobacco in June, 1934, increased by Rs. 8 lakhs to Rs. 99 
lakhs, imports of raw materials also rose by Rs. 17 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,24 lakhs and those of manufactured articles by Rs. 60 
lakhs to Rs. 7,10 lakhs. 


Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of sugar 16 D.S. 
and above (including beet) rose from 20,000 tons to 21,000 
tons, though the value declined from Rs. 22 lakhs to Rs. 20 
lakhs. Arrivals of raw tobacco fell from 233,000 lbs., valued 
at Rs. 2 lakhs, to 157,000 lbs., valued at nearly Rs. 2 lakhs. 
Arrivals of rice, not in the husk, recorded an increase, 
having amounted to 15,000 tons (Rs. 8 lakhs) as compared 
with 1,000 tons (Rs. 80,000) in June, 1933. 


Under raw materials, the imports of kerosene oil rose by 
711,000 gallons in quantity and by Rs, 8 lakhs in value. 
Imports of mineral oils other than kerosene stood at 11-4 
million gallons, valued at Rs. 31 lakhs, which meant an 
improvement of 2 million gallons in quantity and of Rs. 2 
lakhs in value. Imports of coconut oil recorded a small 
increase of 7,000 gallons in quantity but the value fell by 
nearly Rs. 2 lakhs. Raw cotton (chiefly imported from 
Kenya Colony, Egypt and the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan) re- 
corded an improvement of 900 tons in quantity and of Rs. 8 
lakhs in value. 


Under manufactured articles imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures declined by Rs. 9 lakhs. Imports of twist 
and yarn fell from 4-2 million lbs. to 3:7 million Ibs, in 
quantity, but the value rose by nearly Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 30 
lakhs. Under cotton piece-goods imports of grey goods fell 
from 27 million yards, valued at Rs. 32 lakhs, to 21 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 28 lakhs, those of white goods from 21 
million yards, valued at Rs. 36 lakhs, to 15 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 29 lakhs, while those of coloured goods rose 
from 20 million yards, valued at Rs. 38 lakhs, to 23 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 44} lakhs. Under iron and steel there 
was an improvement of Rs, 6 lakhs, due mainly to an in- 
crease under tubes, pipes and fittings, wrought, wire nails 
and sheets and plates. The number of motor cars imported 
amounted to 1,153, and that of motor lorries buses and vans 
to 1,144, as against 629 and 370, respectively, in June, 
1933.

Raw materials and produce exported increased by Rs. 47 
lakhs to Rs. 7,15 lakhs.

Of the total shipment of 64,200 tons 
Japan took 44,900 tons, or 70 per cent., China 4,400 tons, 
the United Kingdom 4,300 tons, Italy 3,000 tons, Germany 
1,900 tons, Belgium 1,800 tons, and France 1,300 tons, the 
remainder being dispatched mainly to the Netherlands and 
the United States. Consignments of raw jute decreased 
from 60,500 tons to 48,800 tons in quantity and from Rs. 1,02 
lakhs to Rs. 72 lakhs im value. Exports of lac shrank from 
52,000 cwts. to 51,000 cwts. in quantity, but the value rose 
from Rs. 14 lakhs to Rs, 29 lakhs. Shipments of oilseeds 
advanced in quantity from 92,000 tons to 108,000 tons and 
from Rs. 1,14 lakhs to Rs. 1,21 lakhs in value. Dispatches 
of linseed advanced from 24,500 tons to 38,500 tons in quan- 
tity and from Rs. 284 lakhs to Rs. 50 lakhs in value. 
Groundnuts advanced from 48,200 tens to 58,500 tons in 
quantity, but the value dropped from Rs. 63 lakhs to Rs. 57 
lakhs. Rapeseed, on the other hand, fell from 6,400 tons, 
valued at Rs. 7 lakhs, to 2,400 tons, valued at Rs, 3 lakhs. 
Castorseed showed a slight decline of 500 tons in quantity 
and of Rs. 14 lakhs in value, and amounted to 7,000 tons, 
valued at Rs. 8 lakhs. Exports of raw hides and skins 
declined by 300 tons in quantity and by Rs. 11 lakhs in 
value. Exports of wolfram ore rose from 310 tons to 370 
tons in quantity and from Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 6 lakhs in 
value. Manganese ore rose from 23,300 tons to 50,600 tons 
in quantity and from Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 9 lakhs in value. 
Exports of raw rubber recorded an improvement of 2-3 
million Ibs. in quantity and of Rs. 9 lakhs in value. Ship- 
ments of teak wood advanced from 1,100 cubic tons, valued 
at Rs. 3 lakhs, to 2,800 cubic tons, valued at Rs. 7 lakhs. 
Exports of raw wool dropped from 3-8 million lbs., valued 
at Rs. 14 lakhs, to 2-6 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 9 lakhs. 


Manufactured goods declined by Rs. 34 lakhs to Rs. 2,96 
lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported contracted 
from 97 million to 79 million and from Rs. 1,22 lakhs to 
Rs. 85 lakhs in value. The number of jute bags shipped 
improved slightly from 22-4 million to 23-1 million, but 
the value declined from Rs. 64 lakhs to Rs. 63 lakhs. 
Exports of tanned hides and skins improved in quantity 
from 1,600 tons to 2,100 tons, and in value from Rs. 42 lakhs 
to Rs. 59 lakhs. There was also a decline of Rs. 8 lakhs 
under opium and Rs. 4 lakhs under cotton manufactures, 
while coir manufactures and woollen carpets and rugs 
improved by Rs. 4 lakhs and Rs. 14 lakhs, respectively. 


TRADE WITH FoREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
41 per cent. in June, 1933, to 38 per cent. in June, 1934, 
while in exports it rose from 24 per cent. to 25 per cent. 
The shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in the 
month under report were 8, 17 and 7 per cent., respectively, 
under imports and 4, 23 and 9 per cent. under exports. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outward with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during the month of June, 1934, 
amounted, respectively, to 668,000 and 639,000, as against 
627,000 and 696,000 in May, 1934, and 609,000 and 630,000 
a year before. During the three months ended June, 1934, 
the tonnage of vessels entered’ and cleared with cargoes 
amounted respectively to 1,916,000 and 2,014,000, as com- 
pared with 1,756,000 and 1,828,000 in the corresponding 
period of the preceding year.

RAINFALL AND MONSOON 


Calcutta, August 26.—Rainfall has been general in Lower 
Burma on six days; in the United Provinces and Konkan 
on four; in Bengal, Central India and Chota Nagpur on 
three; in Bihar, the Punjab, the United Provinces, Orissa, 
Assam and Malabar on two; and in Kashmir, Guzarat, 
Mysore and Rajputana on one day. 

The monsoon has been strong in North-East India and 
weak in the Peninsula. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, August 18.—Rainfall has been very heavy on 
the west coast and heavy in parts of the Circars. The sow- 
ing and transplanting of paddy is still going on and that of 
dry crops is now proceeding in the Deccan and central 
districts. Standing crops are in fair condition. 

Bihar and Orissa, August 20.—Rainfall has been general, 
being heavy in Gaya. Crops, including sugarcane, are in 
good condition. The harvesting of bhadoi crops and weeding 
continue, Jute is being harvested in Purnea, Champaran 
and Cuttack and is in good condition in Balasore. 

Punjab, August 20.—The highest rainfall during the past 
week was 10-35 inches in Gurgaon and the lowest 0-01 in 
Multan. The condition of standing crops is average to 
good. Insects have damaged crops in Hissar and Guzarat. 

Central Provinces, August 18.—The weather has been 
wet. Heavy rain has fallen and a break is needed in the 
cotton country. 

United Provinces, August 18.—There has been light to 
moderate rain and standing crops are doing well. 

Bombay, August 25.—Rainfall has been continuous in 
Guzarat and Khandesh, damaging cotton in Guzarat. The 
condition of other crops is also unsatisfactory. 

Sind, August 25.—No rain has fallen. Sind cotton is in 
flower and American in boll. 

Bengal, August 27.—Rainfall has been light to moderate.

General trade conditions have been rather quiet. 

Cable advices from Barbados dated August 7 reported fine 
rains generally throughout the Island. The House of 
Assembly has passed a Bill authorising the Governor in 
Executive Committee to raise a sum of £132,000 to meet the 
cost of extending and improving the Island’s water supply. 

The growth of cane plants in Trinidad has been retarded 
by the lateness of the rains, and it appears probable that 
the 1935 sugar crop will be very short, unless weather con- 
ditions are much more favourable during the next four 
months. There has been an increase in the demand from the 
United States for coconuts. Asphalt appears to be in 
greater demand, and larger shipments are being made.

IMPORT DUTIES ACT, 1932: DRAWBACK ON 
EXPORTED DRIED SALTED FISH 


1. Under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 16) Order, 
1934, made by virtue of their powers under Section 9 of the 
Import Duties Act, 1932, the Treasury have approved 
certain amendments to the scheme approved by the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 8) Order, 1933, for the allowance of 
drawback on the exportation of dried salted fish in respect 
of the following material used in the manufacture thereof, 
on which duty has been charged under Part I of the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, viz. :— 

(a) cleaned fresh fish ; 
(b) wet salted split fish. 


Subject to the conditions set out below drawback under 
the scheme as amended will become payable on dried salted 
fish exported on or after August 24, 1934. 


2. The drawback is allowed subject to Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that 
drawback in the case of the exported goods shall only be 
allowed in respect of such quantity of material as is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be duty-paid) 
and to the terms of the scheme which provides for the allow- 
ance of drawback in respect of the average quantities of the 
specified materials used by manufacturers generally in the 
manufacture of dried salted fish, that is to say, either two 
and a half tons of cleaned fresh fish, or one ton and twelve 
hundredweights of wet salted split fish, to every ton of 
dried salted fish. 


3. The scheme specifies that the rate of drawback shall be

H.M. Trade Commissioner, Toronto, reports, by telegraph, 
that the Canadian Excise taxes of one cent per pound on 
sugar and sugar substitutes and of 4 cent per pound on 
glucose or grape sugar have been made applicable, with 
effect from August 1 last, to the sugar content of goods 
entering under Tariff item 105e, viz.: Fruits and peels, 
crystallised glace, candied or drained; cherries and other 
fruits of creme-de-menthe, marachino or other flavour. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


EMPIRE PREFERENCE 


Government Notice No. 373 of June 22 last states that 
the following British Possessions and Protectorates, having 
granted reciprocal privileges to Southern Rhodesia, will be 
allowed the preferential rebate of Customs duties provided 
in Section 2 of the Customs and Excise Tariff Act, 1926, 
with effect from May 18 last, viz. :—

Bermuda; British Guiana; British Honduras; Jamaica- 
Cayman Islands, Turks and Caicos Islands; Leeward 
Islands—Antigua, Dominica, Montserrat, St. Chris- 
topher—Nevis, Virgin Islands; Trinidad and Tobago; 
Windward Islands—Grenada, St. Lucia, St. Vincent 
and the Falkland Islands. 


The Notice also states that the rebate provided for in 
Section 3 of the above-mentioned Act shall also be allowed 
in respect of goods, the growth, produce or manufacture of 
the following Mandated Territories, with effect from the 
same date, viz. :— 

Tanganyika, the Cameroons under British Mandate, 
and Togoland under British Mandate, 


(Section 2 of the Act quoted provides for a rebate of the

AUSTRIA 
EXPORT OF APPLES RESTRICTED 


The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt’’ of July 31, 1934, contains an 
Order prohibiting the export from Austria of apples (Tariff 
Nos. 35(a)3 and 35(b)3) in quantities of over 200 kilogs., 
except under special export licence.

CHILE 


IMPORT OF CATALOGUES, ETC. 


A recent Decree provides that unspecified printed books 
or manuscripts, commercial catalogues and reviews, news- 
papers and other periodical publications classed under Tariff 
No. 1757, shall pay a duty of one centavo per gross kilog. 
when brought into Chile as freight or by parcel post or as 
printed matter which is not consigned directly to private 
persons. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Santiago 
advises British firms trading with Chile that the only way 
to avoid payment of duty on trade literature is to send it 
directly to firms or individuals by ordinary letter post.

CONVENTION WITH GERMANY 


The Commercial Convention of July 28 between France 
and Germany contains a number of rulings relating to the 
application of the French Customs Tariff, including the

Sheets of tinplate, decorated by spraying and not enamelled, 
are dutiable as tinplate under Tariff No. 211 at 50 or 52 frs. per 
100 kilogs. 


Hollow-ware of glass and crystal of which the edges only have 
been smoothed are not classed on account of this working as 
articles ‘‘ with the surface smoothed.”’ 


Clothing formed partly of hosiery and partly of made-up 
articles of ordinary tissues, the parts being readily separable— 
each part is dutiable under its appropriate heading. 


Articles of paper or board, impregnated with artificial resin in 
a proportion not exceeding 5 per cent., are dutiable as paper or 
board, according to kind. 
Compressors and pumps are assessed as follows :— 
Compressors : 
Two phases or less, with piston—Tariff No. 510 A. 
Two phases or less, without piston—Tariff No. 510 B. 
More than two phases, with piston—Tariff No. 510 C. 
More than two phases, without piston—Tariff No. 510 B. 


Pumps : 
Without piston, including centrifugal pumps of all kinds 
—Tariff No. 510 B. 
Steam, with piston—Tariff No. 510 A. 
Other than steam, with piston—Tariff No. 512 bis A. 


The pumps classed under Tariff No. 512 bis A are those not 
falling under any other heading of the Tariff. 


Printing, etc., machinery.—Hand or motor machines for sew- 
ing and stitching metal thread are dutiable as accessory printing 
machinery under Tariff No. 521 bis at 80, 90 or 100 frs. per 100 
kilogs. 

Apparatus and machinery for coating, lacquering, gumming 
and bronzing paper, pasteboard and cardboard, machines for the 
manufacture of photographic papers, plates and rolls; machines 
for the manufacture of envelopes, paper bags, boxes, etc., 
machines for folding collapsible boxes, machines for coating 
strips and putting them on boxes in one operation, machines 
for gumming the corners of boxes, machines for rolling, gum- 
ming, notching, cutting, corrugating or coating cardboard 
tubes, machines for gumming, sizing and varnishing paper, 
pasteboard and cardboard, machines for edging, machines for 
covering boxes, etc., and other accessory machines and 
apparatus for bookbinding not specified elsewhere in the Tariff 
are dutiable under Tariff No. 521 ter at 90, 108 or 120 frs. per 
100 kilogs. 


Electrical apparatus.—Rheostats, resistances, self-induction 
and reaction bobbins known also as shock bobbins, starters and 
current regulators are dutiable under Tariff No. 524 bis B as 
apparatus for cutting off current, etc. 

Telephone relays are dutiable as telephone apparatus under 
Tariff No. 524 bis E, at 18 per cent. ad valorem. 

Apparatus for X-ray examination (polyscopes or cinoscopes) 
and apparatus for the application of X-rays (Wintz and 8.R.V. 
systems) are dutiable as electro-medical apparatus under Tariff 
No. 524 bis J at 25 per cent. ad valorem in respect of their 
total weight. 

Electric cable and wire, covered or insulated with paper, 
having cores of common metal are dutiable under Tariff No. 
535 ter A. 


Awls are dutiable as ‘‘ other non-cutting tools ’’’ under Tariff 
No. 537 at 20 per cent. ad valorem. 

Safes made of sheet iron more than 5 mm. thick—dutiable as 
unspecified iron wares under Tariff No. 568 at 90 to 2564 frs. per 
100 kilogs. 

Safes made of sheet iron 5 mm. or less thick—dutiable as 
metal furniture under Tariff No. 568 bis at 300 frs. per 100 
kilogs. 


OTHER DECISIONS 


The following decisions are among those which have been 
issued recently by the French Customs Department :— 


Rims for cycle wheels of common metals other than iron or 
steel, i.e. aluminium, duralumin, etc., are dutiable as ‘‘ other 
cycle parts of common metal” under Tariff No. 614 bis at 
400 or 1,000 frs. per 100 kilogs., according to working.

Spools for photographic films, made of metal or wood and 
metal, are dutiable as metal wares, according to kind (Tariff 
Nos. 568, 579, 579 bis I, etc.).

Photo-technical films or films for photo-mechanical processes 
which are used for the photographic reproduction of documents, 
are classified as sensitised photographic films other than portrait 
films under Tariff No. 461 quater B at a duty of 24 frs. per 
kilog. In consequence they are subject to quota restriction on 
importation into France. 


PERMITS TO IMPORT OUTSIDE THE QUOTAS 


In cases where the French authorities have issued permits 
for quotaed goods to be imported outside the fixed quotas on 
the ground that they are necessary for the national economy 
or on other grounds, exporters are requested, in the case of 
quotas administered by organisations in the United King. 
dom, to forward particulars of any permits so granted to the 
organisation concerned. 


EXHAUSTION OF QUOTAS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of August 22 announces 
the exhaustion of the quotas fixed for the import of various 
goods into France until September 30, in consequence of 
which imports of such goods may not be resumed until fur.

RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTA: COFFEE
